Two Varieties of Fruit Found Wild 
in Europe, but Region Near Cas­ 
pian Sea it Birthplace. 


rBy E. P. POWELL.) 
There are two varieties of apples 
found wild in Europe, but the region 
adjacent to the Caspian sea seems to 
have been the birthplace of the apple 
as known in the east. Charred pieces 
of apples are found in the heaps of 
refuse left by the Lake Dwellers, who 
occupied portions of Europe before 
any of the present races. 
These peo 
pie lived on platforms laid over piles 
driven into the w ater—probably 
to 
protect them selves from animals, iu 
an era before metal weapons were 
known. 
These specimens of apples 
are generally carbonised by heat, but 
they 
show 
perfectly 
the 
Internal 
structure of the fruit. These are five 
types of native American apples, all 
of them crabiT 
John Smith wrote 
from Virginia that he 
had 
found 
“some new crabapple, but they were 
small and bitter.” 
New Englanders 
made the same report. 
The Soulard 
lias the reputation of being the larg­ 
est and best of these natives. Sprouts 
of this variety, like the Matthews, are 
improved in size and quality, 
gelee 
tions might probably be made from 
western thickets, of even better sorts 
than are now' known. 
I believe the 
blood of the wild crab is in some of 
our best orchard apples.

the burden, according to Daniel Wil­ 
lard, president of the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad, arguing before the in­ 
terstate commerce commission today 
for authority for a 5 per cent in­ 
crease in feight rates east of the Mis­ 
sissippi and north of the Ohio and 
Potomac rivers. 
Willard said the operation of rail­ 
roads during the last three years had 
not inspired the confidence of private 
capital. 
Among others who argued for the 
increase was F. A. Delano, president 
of the W abash railway. 
, 
This increased tariff was flied with 
the commission on October 15, last, 
and was to have become effective 
November 15, last, but was suspended 
when the commission agreed to re­ 
open the so-called 1910 case. 
“In the 1910 case/* said Mr. Delano, 
“the commission reiterated a princi­ 
ple it has frequently applied in pre­ 
vious cases involving the reasonable­ 
ness of competitive rates, which is 
tersely stated in the following sen­ 
tence taken from the Spokane case: 
“ ‘We must, therefore, 
in 
fixing 


rates, have regard not altogether lo 
any one particular railroad, but to 
the whole situation, and m ust con­ 


sider the effect of whatever order we 
make upon all these defendants.' 
“In applying this principle in tho 
1910 case, the commission held that 
the Pennsylvania, New' York Central 
and Baltimore & Ohio systems were 
for the purpose of measuring the rea 
sonableness of rates, fairly typical of 
the railroads in official classification 
territory. 
“Mr. Willard 
(who preceded Mr. 
Delano) has indicated in bis state­ 
ment that the lines generally will of­ 
fer evidence which will show' that 
they are now' entitled, on the -authori­ 
ty of that ruling, to increase their 
rates. 
“That ruling was no doubt justified 
by the evidence submitted 
in 
that 
case, but we, who represent the Cen­ 
tral Freight association lines, do not 
‘believe 
the 
evidence in that case 
fully developed the 
whole 
railroad 
situation in the territory. 
“We concur in all that Mr. Willard 
has said and believe 
the 
evidence 
will show that tho systems I have 
mentioned considered alone are en­ 
titled to an increase in rates, but we 
are not satisfied with the ruling of 
the commission that those systems 
are typical of the lines in the terri­ 
tory and believe that if the ruling 
should be affirmed as a fixed prece­ 
dent for future guidance its applica­ 
tion w*Il cause 
irreparable 
injury, 
not only to them, but also to the peo­ 
ple they serve, and we have accord­ 
ingly determined to bring to the at­ 
tention of the commission 
in 
the 
present case evidence which we be- 
I I lev© will justify a reconsideration of 
the subject.

Answer.—T\ e give the following proofs 
in direct answer to your question: (I) 
Our Lord s death could not have been 
a ea#e of suspended animation: the j 
spear thrust in His side made this evi- i 
dent, not only because it was a mortal 
wound, but because it furnished evi- * 
deuce that our Lord w'as already dead 
in that there issued from His side water 
as well as coagulated blood. (2) The 
cen turin ii charged with the execution 
was convinced of his death, and so re­ 
ported to Pilate, the governor. (3) The 
request of the chief priests, that the 
stone against the door of the sepulcher 
be sealed and the Roman guard placed 
around the tomb. so that no one could 
remove the body aud then pretend that 
Jesus had risen, was a further evi- 
dence that He was regarded as dead. 
(4) His friends believed th at Ile was 
dead and wrapped Him in spices for 
burial: indeed in their grief they seem 
to have forgotten His promise of a res­ 
urrection—so much so that even after 
Ile had risen it was with difficulty that 
they were convinced. (3) The record 
that the guards dissembled and declar­ 
ed that the disciples stole Ills body 
while they slept, being bribed by the 
Jewish rulers, served at last to prove 
that the guard had been set and that 
everybody recognized that Jesus wus 
dead. (0) The tomb in which Jesus was 
burled was a new one, in which no 
one had been previously buried, so 
there could be no doubt as to the iden­ 
tity ut the one w ho arose.
